Austin for the year 192+% and all prior years, together with all penalties, inter-.
est and oosts due thereon. .

KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS:

i In consideration of the services heretofore rendered and that may be here=
i after rendered by the said J. W. Maxwell, the sald Oity Qouncil of the said Clty
i of Augtin hereby agrees to pay to the sald Maxwell twenty per cent (20%) of all
i such tazxes, interest, penalties and costs paid in cash to the City Tax Aesessor
; and Oolleoior, of the 0ity of Austin, for the year 1924, and all prior years,

! against all persons, firms and corporations who owe, or may hereafter owe, taxes
: on personal property not asseseed and pald in oonnection with real properiy and
oooupational taxes to the said Oity for said years.

It 48 understood that the said Maxwell shall use his best efforts to col-
160t all such taxes on pereonal propert{ without suit; to furnish said Oity
Agsesgor and Opllector of Taxes with all information that he can seoure as to
personal property that ehould be assessed, but which for any cause was left of?
the tax rolls for 1924, or any year prior thereto; and in ocase of suit, to
greparc all petitions and legal papers and to file such sulits, as special Oity

ax Attorney for Austin, in the name of the QOity of Austin, and to prosecute
such suit to a final termination; provided, however, that the gaid Maxwell shall
! oconsult with the Qity Oommiassioner of Reoelptn Disburesemente and Accounte with
i reference to the filing of such suits. It is further-agreed t¢hat the naid
! Maxwell shall receive his commission as herein provided, on all suits filed by
| him during the 1life of this ocontraot although such taxes, intereat, etc., should
|

not be pald until after the time provided for in this contraot. In other words,
the said Maxwell shall be entitled to receive his 20% attorney'!s fees, as herein
provided, on taxes, eto., oollected on all suits filed by him, although the
actual collestion of the taxes, 6to. is not made and the money pald to seid

i Tax Collector until after the expiration of the year provided for in this

i . eontract. This contraot is a substantial renswal of a oontraot between the Oity
' of Augtin and J. W. Maxwell dated about the 18th day of June, 1924, and expiring

about June 18th, 1925,

Thie contraot shall commence on the lst day of October, 1925, and oontinue
in full force and effect till the lst day of Ootober, 1926,

the Oity_of Austin for the year 1924, and the sald Harry B. Barnhart, Assistant
Oity Attorney, being hereby inetruocted to 1mmediately prooéed to demand the pay-
ment of taxes Dy all parties delinquent for esuch year, and where necessalry, to
£ile suits for such taxes and t¢ proaecuté same to final judgment, and to fare=-
slose the Oity's tax 1lien againet all such delinquent praperty and againat all
partios interested therein, and t0 gell such properiy according to law, and to
take every lawful method to quiokly and without delay enforce the collestion of
